Countess de Noyer was accom- 
panied by her brother, Polorius von Holle- 
beke, a member of the Belgium senate, who 
demanded that the count be arrested, but 
the countess threw her arms about the neck 
of her faithless spouse and refused to allow 
charges to be filed againat him. 

Count de Noyer was traced from New York 
and located at Newhall, a smal) logging sta- 
tion twenty miles north of this city, yes- 
terday. According to the count’s story, he

ROOSEVELT STOPS A STRIKE? 


“President Again Peacemaker Be- 
tween Miners and Operators. 


NEW CONVENTION MARCH 15. 


John Mitchell and Anthracite Leaders 
‘See New Hope of Peace.

New York, Feb. 26.—President Roosevelt 
again has intervened as a peacemaker be- 
tween the coal miners and operators, and as 
the result of a letter addressed by him to 
John Mitchell, president of the United Mine- 
workers of América, a national convention 
of the united miners will be held at Indian- 
apolis on March 15 to try to reach an agree- 
ment with the soft coal operators in the hope 
of. averting the threatened strike of April 1 
in the bituminous coal flelds.

Text of Roosevelt Letter. 

The president's letter to Mr. Mitchell fol- 
lows: 

White house, Washington, D. C., Feb. 24. 
—Sir: I note with great concern the failure of 
your late convention on the joint interstate 
agreement to come to a basis of settlement of 
the bituminous mining scale of wages. You 
in this business have enjoyed & great in- 
dustrial peace for many years, thanks to the 
joint trade agreement that has resulted in the 
action of your successive conventions. 

“A strike such as is threatened on April 1 
is a menace to the peace and general welfare 
of the country.

Hasn’t Been Paid a Cent.

Tells of Famous Interview. 

Senator Morgan pressed Mr. Cromwell to 
tell all he knew leading up to the conference 
at the Hotel Manhattan. 

Mr. Cromwell said that he had gone to 
the secretary of war for a discussion re- 
garding the Pacific Mail Steamship compa- 
ny’s contract, when the secretary told him 
of Mr. Wallace's determination to resign. 
Senator Morgan asked the witness whether 
any one was present on the day Secretary 
Taft had told him of Wallace’s intention. 
Mr. Cromwell replied that no one Was pres- 
ent nor could he give the exact words which 
passed between Secretary Taft and himself 
on that occasion. 

Mr. Cromwell said that he might be able 
to give the essence of the conversation, but 
not the exact words; that he was not A phono- 
graph. 

Tou treat some subjects lightly,” said 
Senator Morgan. 

** Some subjects are worth treating light- 
ly,” replied Mr. Cromwell. 

Continuing, Mr. Cromwell said in arrang- 
ing for the interview between Secretary Taft 
and Mr. Wallace he had called on Mr. Wal- 
lace, and the usual courtesies were ex- 
changed; that he had told Mr. Wallace of 
Mr. Taft’s busy movements, preparing as 
he was then, for his Philippine trip, and 
that the conference, therefore, would have 
to be in New York, which he added was 
wholly to Mr. W s liking. Mr. Crom- 
well stated he then told Mr. Wallace that 
Secretary Taft, while not resentful, was ex- 
ceedingly pained over the course he had 
taken, and that for himself it was impossi- 
ble to believe that Wallace contemplated re- 
tiring from the commission. 


Interview a Painful One. 
The interview which resulted between Sec- 
retary Taft, Wallace, and Cromwell was de- 
ascribed by the witness as painful in the ex- 


secretary that he was going to quit the serv- 
ice of the government and enter the employ 
of a private corporation, his eyes were 
dimmed with tears, and I confess that mine 
were, too,” said the witness. 

Here was a man called upon to do a trans- 
cendent work leaving us when we needed him 
most, said Mr. Cromwell, continuing his 
testimony, “and it looked as if all the work 
we had done was about to meet with defeat.’’ 

“We don't want any sermons about it. 
We want facts,“ said Senator Morgan, and 
the witness replied: 

Those are the facts.” 

Mr. Cromwell said in reply to Mr. Morgan 
that Secretary Taft's attitude was one of 
great dignity and calmness, as he heard Engi- 
neer Wallace's statement that day. He stat- 
ed that in substance Mr. Wallace had said on 
arriving on the isthmus he had received an 
offer from a large holding corporation in New 
York of $50,000, that he had refrained from 
answering the cablegram tendering the posi- 
tion for several days, when a supplemental 
offer was made of $15,000 additional in the 
way of stock in the enterprise, making $65,000 
in all as his salary peryear. This, he said, he 
could not lightly put aside, as he had never 
anticipated so great a salary, and that he 
owed a duty to his family as well as to him- 
self, and he had decided to accept the place. 


Telis of Painful Silence. 


What occurred at the end of that state- 
ment? asked Mr. Morgan. 

“There was a painful silence,” replied Mr. 
Cromwell. 

“ Why painful?” asked Mr. Morgan, 

“Because Mr. Wallace had gone down to 
the isthmus absolutely in aceord with every 
plan made for the work on the canal. He 
knew the wishes of the commission. He 
knew the importance of consistent | 
and he went willingly.

“By great good luck, is not divine 
Providence, the president was enabled to find 
a successor to Mr. Wallace in the person of 
John F. Stevens,” said Mr. Cromwell. . 
Then the dramatic incident in 
which Senator Morgan threatened to carry 
the matter into the senate. The committee 
adjourned a few minutes later. 1 


Gompers Pleads for Bight Hours. 
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Court’s Decision Is Broad. 


The Missouri Supreme court in its decision 
lays down the law that when foreign cor- 
porations, as oll companies are, come into 
Missouri to do business, they agree to obey 
the laws of the state, and must obey the 
laws. The opinion also holde that the com- 
panies cannot refuse to produce the books 
and papers which authorised representatives 
of the state demand. It goes even further 
than this, holding that if a witness is need- 
ed the court can instruct an attorney in the 
case to produce the witness and the attor- 
ney must do so. 

Officers of foreign corporations, the opin- 
ion holds, agree, when they come into Mis- 
souri to do business, that they will come to 
Missouri to testify whenever they are needed. 


Decision Satisfies Hadley. 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 26.—Inan interview 
here today on the decision of the Missouri 
Supreme court Attorney General Hadley 
said: : 

“The decision, es I understand it, is all 
that Ihave asked for. I shall now ask Henry 
Wollman to present the decision to Judge 
Glldermeeve in New York and ask for an 
order requiring H. H. Rogers to answer the 
questions I put to him. Those questions re- 
ferred to stock ownership, and since the Mis- 
souri Supreme court has decided that Justice 
Gildersleeve will daubtless order Rogers to 
answer, not all, perhaps, but the most im- 
portant of my questions.“ 

Frank Hagerman, the Missouri attorney 
for the Standard Oil company, said: 

That decision suits everybody except the 
Standard Oil company. However, I under- 
stand that the decision doesn’t instruct the 
commissloner to compel an answer to ques- 
tions put before. him by attorneys for thé 
state, so that there is a chance for an appeal 
from the decision whenever the commis- 
sioner makes his ruling.” 


RAILROADS WIN FRUIT CASES. 


United States Supreme Court Reverses 
Decision Affecting Southern Cal- 
ifornia Growers. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—The suits 
known as the “ citrus fruit cases in which 
all the railroads of southern Cal.fornia were 
interested, today were decided favorably to 
the railroads by the Supreme.court of the 
United States, the opinion being by Justice 
Peckham. 

The cases involved the right of the rail- 
road companies to designate the route for 
fruit shipped east after leaving their own 
lines. The decision of the Circuit court for 
the southern district of California and also 
the order of the commission were reversed 
by today’s decision. 

The proceeding was begun by the interstate 
commerce commission to test the legality of 
a joint order issued by all the railroads of 
southern California in 1899, fixing a through 
rate of $1.25 a hundred pounds om oranges 
from southern California points to the Mis- 
souri river and farther east. 


3 CENT LINES FOR CLEVELAND. 


Court Dissolves Injunction Against 
Forest City Company, Builder of 
Pioneer Low Rate Road. 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 26.—[{Special. ]—Fol- 
lowing a favorable decision by the Circuit 
court téday, President M. A. Fanning of the 
Forest City Street railway company an- 
nounced tonight that the 8 cent fare car line 
would be constructed on Denison avenue at 


once. 

The Cireuit court dismissed the injunction 
obtained by William M. Raynolds prevent- 
ing the construction of the road. An appeal 
to the Supreme court will delay the con- 
struction of the line, but it is unlikely che

POSTOFFICE TRIAL IS RESUMED. 


Testimony in Green Case Tells of Deals 
for Purchase of Recording 
Clocks. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.}— 
The taking of testimony was begun today in 
the trial of George E. Green, former state 
senator of New York, under indictments 
charging conspiracy in connection with the 
purchase of time recording clocks for the 
postoffice department. 

The government introduced a large pack- 
age of letters written from the office of the 
first assistant postmaster general to the con- 
cern supplying the time recorders, ef which 
Mr. Green was president, and consisting of 
orders for clocks and supplies. These letters 
largely were initialed G. W. B.,“ and in 
some instances signed by George W. Beavers 
ae acting first assistant postmaster general. 
They covered a period from March 25, 1900, 
to March 14, 1903. 

Another batch of letters was from the 
office of the first assistant postmaster gen- 
eral and addressed to postmasters. They re- 
lated to time recording clocks, in some in- 
stances notifying péstmasters that time re- 
corders had been ordered and in others au- 
thorizing expenditures by them. They cov- 
ered a period from March 30, 1900, to March 
10, 1908, and mostly were initialed by G. 
W. B.“ 


Former Chief Clerk Masten identified a let - 
ter to the department signed by Green in 
which the latter stated he understood that 
consideration was being given to another 
type of recorder than the one in use sup- 
plied by his concern and asked that action be 
deferred until he could have an interview 
and be heard as to the relative merits of his 
company's recorders and that under consid- 
eration. 


BIG JOB FOR CHICAGO LAWYER? 


Interstate Commerce Commission May 
Select William J. Calhoun to As- 
sist in Investigations. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
Either William J. Calhoun, Chicago, or for- 
mer Attorney General F. 8. Monnett, Ohio, 
will, in all probability, be counsel for the in- 
terstate commerce commission in the coal 
and oll investigations ordered by congress. 
It was determined by the commission some 
days ago to select one of the foremost law- 
yers in the country to advise it on legal points 
during the progress of the Investigation. 

The senate accepted today the house amend- 
ment to the Tillman resolution and the reso- 
lution was sent to the president for his ap- 
proval. It provides for a thorough investi- 
gation of the coal and oil situations through- 
out the country. The president will sign the 
resolution at once and then transmit to con- 
gress a request for an appropriation of $100,- 
000 to pay the expenses of the investigation. 

Until this appropriation is made the inter- 
state commerce commission will be making 
preliminary arrangements for the investiga- 
tion. It is the intention to send letters to all 
railroads and to the Standard On company 
requesting that they cobperate with the com- 
mission in getting at the facts.

GOTHAM POLICEMAN IS CHARGED 
WITH COMPLICITY IN MURDER. 


Assistant District Attermey Springs 
Sensation at Opening of Trial of 
Bertha Claiche, ‘‘White Slave” Who 
‘Killed Master After His Arrest for 
Beating Her—Declares Officer and 


t Him. 


New York, Feb. 26.—[{Special. }]—If the pros- 
ecution can produce evidence in support of 
Assistant "District Attorney Ely’s open- 
ing address to the jury in the trial 
‘of Bertha Claiche today it may be 
shown that Emil Gerdron, whom she 
killed, was lured by a letter written by 
her and Policeman Harry Morton, and that 
the policeman accompanied the woman to the 
scene of the shooting. It is charged by Ely 
that Gerdron was killed as the result of a 
conspiracy in which the policeman partici- 
pated. 

Morton, who has not been arrested on any 
such charge, will not be called by the prose- 
cution as a witness. It is understood the dis- 
trict attorney is going to leave it to the de- 
fense to call him. 

Clarence Martineau, a policeman who was 
with Morton when Gerdron was killed, swore 
today he believed it a plot on the part of Mor- 
ton to get Gerdron out of the way. Accord- 
ing to Martineau’s testimony, Gerdron was 
killed while he was in custody of Morton and 
Martineau. The Claiche woman shot him 
twice in the back. : 


Policeman and Girl Friends. 


‘Ely declared he will prove the relations be- 
tween Morton and the Claiche girl had been 
intimate for some time prior to the shooting, 
and that the Claiche girl's mother knew of it. 

For some years, said Mr. Ely, defend- 
ant has been on an intimate and familiar 
footing, yes, III say intimate relations, with 
Harry Morton; an officer on the police force. 
Harry Morton had been in the habit of going 
to the defendant at all times in the day and 
night. He also had been in the habit of 
going to the apartments of one Lulu Becker. 
When he didn’t finé this defendant there he 
sent the Becker woman’s chambermaid for 
her. The chambermald is the defendant's 
mother. 

On June 26, the day after Gerdron and the 
girl quarreled, Ely said that the Claiche girl 
went back to her apartment with Morton and 
her mother. She said that she would be 
avenged on Gerdron for beating her. 


District Attorney Reveals Plot. 

„ Shortly before July 8, said Mr. Ely, this 
defendant conspired with Morton to make 
a rendezvous to which Gerdron should. be 
lured. They arranged that meeting by 
a letter sent to Gerdron asking him to be at 
Twenty-fifth street and Seventh avenue on 
the night of July 8. After that had been done 
Morton went to two other policemen and 
asked them to accompany him to make the 
arrest. Defendant and Morton went to the 
tryst together.“ | 

Policeman Martineau was called to. the 
stand and told of the shooting. He said 
that Morton and the Claiche girl talked to- 
gether some time before she pointed out 
Gerdron and he was arrested. While Mor- 
ton and Martineau had hold of Gerdron the 
girl shot him three times from behind. 

Morton and Martineau put the girl ina 
patrol wagon and took her down to police 
headquarters. On 3 she sobbed and 

bbed Morton's wrist. 

“She said, O, Harry, whet will I do, ” 
Martineau testified. ‘‘ Morton said, ‘ Don’t 
worry; everything will be all right, you'll be 
out in a few days.“ She said, ‘ Harry, what 
lawyer will I get?’

Mann. He said he expected to pay the ex- 
penses of the prosecution. He couldn't teil 
just exactly how much he had spent up to 
date, but he said he had hired separate.offices 
for the work of his employés and former 
employés of Town Topicsin the investigation. 


Expense No Object to Colliers. 

Charlies Stokes Wayne, former managing 
editor of Town Topics, and Moses Ellis 
Wooster, who was a solicitor for ‘‘ Fads and 
Fanaies,’’ had been paid as much as 3100 a 
week each. Mr. Collier explained they were 
employed because they were familiar with 
the methods of Town Topics and knew how 
to examine the flles of the paper. 

„% Will it surprise you to know that this 
proceeding will cost you over $100,000?" 
asked Mr. Littleton. 

„No, it would not,” said Mr. Collier, and 
we wouldn’t mind if it cost us twice as much 
as that.”’ 

Mr. Collier said he expected to pay for all 
the handwriting experts and other incident- 
als of the trial, but he didn’t know just the 
manner in which the city would be reim- 
bursed by him.

Mr. Collier was not allowed to state why 
he had not prosecuted Col. Mann for black- 
mail or extortion.

What is the good of our greater material 
progress, with its apparent refinement, if 
it cannot produce strenuous and vigorous 
Christian manhood?

The 
fathers of families can do more to purify the 
stage than all the mayors and police of the 
country. The theater busines. is like every 
other business—it seeks to serve the public 
as the public desires to be served, and when 
those who produce plays find decency pays 
better than indecency the stage will at once 
become clean and wholesome.

Hofmann is the daughter of James Eustis, 
former American ambassador to France. 
Her first husband, George Peabody Eust ‘ 
was her cousin. The boy was born in 1 
and on May 15, 1901, Mrs. Eustis secured 
her divorce, the court awarding her the cus- 
tody of her child. 

Father Kidnaps His Son. 

After her marriage to Josef Hofmann she 
took up her residence in Prussia with him and 
the child went with them wherever Hof- 
mann's musical engagements led him. In 
December last they were in Paris, and while 
there Mrs. Hofmann permitted the boy to 
visit his father, Mr. Eustis, at Venice. She 
claims Eustis promised he would return the 
child safe and sound in three weeks. 

When the time was up she says Mr. Bustis 
refused to return the boy, and when the court 
in Venice directed Eustis to give up the boy 
Eustis smuggled the boy out of Italian juris- 
diction and later sailed for New York on the 
Campania. . 

On the strength of statements cabled by 
Mrs. Hofmann, Lawyer La Rocque of New 
York obtained from Supreme Court Justice 
Blanchard a writ requiring Mr. Eustis to 
produce the boy in court forthwith. So when 
Mr. Eustis walked off the ship with the boy 
today he found his former wife had fore- 
stalled him. 

Case Delayed a Week. 

Mr. Eustis communicated with his coun- 
sel, Nicoll, Anable & Lindsay, and Cornelius 
Sullivan of that firm appeared for him. Then 
the whole party had a hearing before Justice 
Blanchard in chambers, The custody of the 
child, pending the arrival here of Mrs. Hof- 
mann, was given to La Rocque, who has 
young sons of his own. The case was then 
adjourned until next Saturday, when Mrs. 
Hofmann is expected to be present. 

In his affidavit Mr. La Rocque sets forth 
that Mrs. Hofmann believes her former hus- 
band to be a dissipated, profligate person, 
whose habits are unfit for him to have the 
custody of a little child. :

It was sald that the Employ- 
ers’ association is interested in the outcome 
of the technical dispute, although this was 
Genied by John M. Stiles, secretary of the 
Master Painters and Decorators assoccia- 
tion. ' 

All agreements under which the union 
painters of the city have been working dur- 
ing the last year expire tonight. The situa- 
tion, therefore, leaves an opportunity for 
radical action on the union’s part if the em- 
ployers persist in their announced inten- 
tion to make a legal test of the “‘ closed 
hop phase of the labor problem. 

May Affect Many Contracts. 

Should the courts hold the closed shop 
clause of a labor agreement to be in violation 
of the statutes, hundreds of similar contracts, 
under which thousands of union mechanics 
are working, might be attacked, according 
to the view of the master painters. 

A satisfactory settlement was reached a 
week ago, so far as wages are concerned, 
between the employers and the men. Under 
the arrangement the painters were to receive 
an advance of 5 cents an hour, bringing their 
pay to 80 cents an hour, The agreements 
had been printed and were ready for the 
signatures when the “ closed shop” ques- 
tion was raised. 

Attorney Allen, in his opinion given to the 
master painters, based his reasons far it 
upon the decision given several years ago by 
Judge Adams of the Appellate court of H- 
nots. 

“ Judge Adams’ decision was not compre- 
hensive on the point,” said Attorney Allen. 
“Jt was more in the nature of an incidental 
opinion. I did not advise the master painters 
further than to Interpret the law bearing on 
the question: It is a question about which 
there are two sides, and a final decision 
from a high court never has been secured, 
so far as I know. The matter hinges largely 
upon whether a “ closed shop * contract is 
not a discrimination against nonunion labor. 

Sympathetic Strike by Girls. 

One hundred and fifty girls employed in the 
shoe factory of the J. P. Smith company, 182 
Erie street, went on strike in the morning in 
sympathy with lasters employed by the 
firm, who struck because of a grievance over 
wages. It was said at the union headquar- 
ters that all of the 350 men and women work - 
ing in the Smith factory probably would be 
idle within a few days as a result of the 
strike. 

New headquarters have been secured by the 
federation of labor at 177 La Salle street in 
the old Open Board of Trade building, and 
the offices will be moved from the Garden 
City block this morning. The entire fifth 


floor of the building has been rented by the 


federation, which proposes to concentrate a 
score or more of local union headquarters 
there, making the place the principal labor 
rendezvous of the city.

sult of the opinion rendered by the Supreme 
court of Missouri today, the racetrack war in 
St. Louis county, waged so flercely last sum- 
mer, between Gov, Folk and the racetrack 
interests, will be opened again next summer. 

The Supreme court handed down the long 
awaited decision in the suit involving the 
power of the governor to send the St. Louis 
metropolitan police into St. Louis county to 
enforce the laws. The governor wag heid to 
have acted without the authority of the law 
when, last summer, he sent a big force of 
police to the Delmdr racetrack to arrest 
bookmakers and stop the racing there. 

In effect, the court holds that there is no 
law for using the police of St. Louis outside 
the city limits to make arrests for an offense 
committed outside the city, as was done in 
the racetrack case and also in the matter of 
enforcing the Sunday closing este against 
the county saloons. 

The racetrack men, while not enger to 
throw down the gage of battle to Gov. Folk 
and although desirous of concealing their 
plans until perfected, did not attempt te 
conceal their jubilation over the decision. 
While Louis Cella, one of the owners of the 
Delmar racetrack, would not say that the 
track would be reopened this summer and an 
effort made to resume horse racing in Mis- 
souri, he intimated broadly that this course 
would be pursued, and from other authentic 
sources the same tip was received.

The 
newspapers named in the citation simply 
published the official ruling.

bib ON COUNCIL PERMITS 


BUILDING LAW VIOLATIONS TO BE 
ALLOWED NO LONGER. 


Commissioner Bartsen, Armed with 
Opinion from Asisstant Corporation 
Counsel, Declares “Special Orders” 
of Aldermen Will Not Be Honored 
Hereafter— Plans of Public Works 
Commissioner for Reorranisation of 
Chicage Harbor Are Defeated. 


Violations of the building ordinances, even 
those which have the sanction of the city 
council, no longer will be permitted. The 
city building department yesterday notified 
the council committee on building that the 
special council orders will not be obeyed in 
the future. 

Building Commissioner Bartzen obtained 
an opinion from Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Maclay Hoyne in the afternoon that the 
special permits are not legal. The commis- 
sioner’s declaration to the aldermen followed 
immediately. 

Th ermits after today will not be 
recognl® by this department, he said. 
“I consider the permits class legislation. 
One person has to obey the law, while an- 
other comes to the council and gets a special 
permit.“ 

The commit recommended only one spe- 
clal order nl. .he afternoon. That was for 
M. A. King, 47 String street, to complete a 
building. The order was recommended by 
Ald, Fick. 

Recommends New Standpipe Law. 

The new standpipe ordinance, as changed 
by the committee, was recommended for 
passage. It requires one four inch Stand- 
pipe from roof to basement in all bulldings 
100 feet high; all future buildings 75 feet 
high, all hospitals of three stories, and all 
hotels of five stories in height. 


Harbor Plans Are Defeated. 

Some of the plans of the commissioner of 
public works for the reorganization of Chi- 
cago’s harbor met with defeat before the 
finance committee in the afternoon. The com- 
missioner had asked for $60,000 for the pro- 
tection of street ends along the shore of Lake 
Michigan, Chicago, and Calumet rivers, and 
Lake Calumet. The aldermen refused to 
allow the appropriation. The commission- 
er's request for two harbor patrol boats, cost- 
ing $1,500, met with a similar fate. 

His suggestion that some of the positions 
in the harbor division be stricken from the 
pay roll also was defeated. Ald. Zimmer went 
to the assistance of the harbor master, assist- 
ant harbor masters, and vessel dispatchers. 
He urged that they had been in the employ 
of the city twelve years and should-be re- 
tained A motion that they be retained was 


carried. 
Tunnel Appropriation Discussed. 

The question of how much money shall be 
appropriated for the removal of street rail- 
way tunnels was discussed, but no result 
was reached. Ald. Finn believed that the 
estimate of $1,000,000 should be left in, but 
Ald. Jones wanted to appropriate $25,000 for

SANITARY INSPECTOR IS ASKED

TO PROBE BRIBE CHARGES. 


,| His Attempts to Oust Women trom His 


Department Stirs Up Trend 
Chargea That Some en Employes 
Receive Money from Piumbers to 
Whom They Send | 
House Workers Also Join Fight an 

Premise te Make Things Lively. 


Perry . Hedrick, Health Commissioner 
Whalen's chief sanitary inspector, who holds 
his position pending a decision of the Su- 
preme court, which may be handed down 
today, is in trouble over his attempt to oust 
all the women tenement inspectors on his 
taff. It is the general opinion in the city 


hall that Hedrick has stirred up a hornet’s 


nest from which he and his male subordi- 
mates may not escape unstung. 

‘With the sanction of Commissioner Whalen 
Hedrick is seeking to induce the council 
finance committee to cut off the appropria- 
tion for women inspectors, He told the com- 
mittee that the women lack practical knowl- 
edge and cannot perform as much or as sat- 
isfactory work as the men. He says he is 
tired of having the women around. 

Hedrick no sooner had made this move 
than he was put under fire from several quar- 
ters. It is declared by those familiar with 
the work of the bureau that Whalen and 
Hedrick want to get rid of the women to 
make places for men who will be useful to 
the Dunne organization in delivering votes. 


Charges of Bribery Made. 

A much more serious charge is that some of 
the male inspectors have accepted bribes 
from plumbers to whom the enforcement of 
city sanitary ordinances has brought work. 

Th several specific instances brought to the 
attention of Hedrick yesterday it was charged 
that a male inspector had receiyed money 
from a plumber at the rate of $1 for every 
job secured through the inspector’s efforts. 
The inspector would condemn a piece of 
plumbing and recommend to the householder 
a plumber in the neighborhood for the repair 
work. Then the inspector would collect from 
the plumber for the favor done. 

Mr. Hedrick appears to be so intent on 
his desire to get rid of the women that he 
is not particularly interested in the charges 
against his men employés. 

Have you investigated these charges of 
graft?’ he was asked. 

“No, I have not,“ he admitted. 

“Do you intend to? 

“TI don’t care to say whether I shall or 
not,” he replied. 

Hedrick Gives Out Figures. 

Hedrick supports his charges of incompe- 
tency against the women by figures purport- 
ing to show that Inspector Alford, a man, 
makes an average of 33 inspections a week 
and Inspector Brudenell, another man, an 
average of 56. Mrs: Pio, he says makes only 
an average of 36 and Mrs. Sullivan 44 inspec- 
tions per week. Although Mrs. Pio and Mrs. 
Sullivan both surpass Alford in the number 
of inspections, Hedrick maintains they are 
comparatively less competent for the reason 
that the men inspectors cover a vast extent 
of territory, while the women inspect from 
house to house. 

Hedrick says in his letter to the committee: 


The average weekly work by the women in- 
spectors, with work all at hand and comparatively 
little traveling to do, as compared with from thirty 
to forty miles traveled by the male tenement in- 
spectors, is therefore low. 

Lack of competency as to the knowledge of work 
to be done and methods of execution and compe- 
tent interpretation of the ordinances must be 
shouldered by the civil service commission. 

The lack of practical knowledge on the part of 
the women is too great for the department to 
undertake the schooling. 


Hull House Also Testifies. 

This argument is looked at askance by the 
Hull House workers, whose investigation of 
the sanitary Bureau two years ago resulted 
in the conviction of several inspectors and 
the reorganization of the system. 

“Inspector Brudenell figured in that in- 
vestigation,” said Mrs. Gertrude Howe Brit- 
ton, who conducted that inquiry. In innu- 
merable instances he reported nuisances 
abolished, when it turned out they had not 
been abolished. One inspection will not abol- 
ish a nuisance. It often requires five and six 
visits. Perhaps the women don't appear to 
have made as many inspections as the men, 
because the women follow up the work and 
perform it efficiently, while the men do as we 
found Brudenell did. 

“T know that the work of the women in 
this neighborhood has been excellent. Great 
praise is due them for the reforms brought 
about in sanitary conditions. For that reason 
I should say that these figures mean nothing 
until verified. 

“Mr. Hedrick has done good work in the 
bureau, but I cannot see that he is justified in 
turning out the women because they are 
women. If a woman inspector is incompetent 
she should be discharged like a man, but 
these figures prove none of these women in- 
competent.“ 

Hedrick to Continue Fight. 

Despite the protests Hedrick is determined 
to continue his efforts to throw out the wom- 
en. If the women inspectors are retained he 
may be compelled to appoint to a vacancy 
which now exists Miss Elsie Smith, a Hull 
House worker, who stands first on the eligible 
list. Hull House brought about the reform 
of the sanitary bureau and still is keeping an 
eye on the work.

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Spoils System Makes the Gar- 
bage Collection by the 
City Ineffective. 


| FACTS TOLD: TO COUNCIL. 


Public Works Commissioner Sug- 
gests Remedies for the Ex- 
isting Evil. 


In a report on the method employed by the 
city in collecting garbage, submitted to the 
eity council last night, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Woras Patterson asserted that garbage 
collecting “is in spoils politics up to the 
allt.“ 

One reason why the municipality falls Y 
perform properly its scavenger function,” 
the report says, is undoubtedly because of 
lack of money, but an equally great reason is 
that garbage collecting is in spoils politics 
up to the hilt, and will remain there so long 
as your honorable body permits the present 
system of collection to continue.”’ 

The commissioner points out that the eity 
pays only $4.50 a day for a garbage wagon 
and team, and only inferior horses and 
wagons can be obtained for the money. 


How Politics Interferes. 

But even for such picayune profit team- 
owners are willing to spend hours each day 
importuning officials of the department of 
public works to have a team or two gut to 
work,” continues the report. The owner of 
the garbage team is expected and expects 
to ‘be good.’ If he and his drivers are on the 
right side at the primaries he is kept at work. 
Otherwise he is laid off. There have been 
cases where there were a great many friends 
to be obliged and teams were put on for two 
week stretches. Thus about the time the 
driver learned his route that particular obii- 
gation was discharged and he was laid off for 
@ new man.” 


Menace to Public Health. 

Referring to the twenty-two different gar- 
bage dumps in the city, the report says: 

“Each of these places is a menace to its 
neighborhood. Children who live near a dum 
are sent by their parents to pick it over 
provide for their evening meal. The wind 
being strong, a dump can nauseate readily at 
over a mile, and when horses attached to gar- 
bage wagons cut themselves in the dumps 
upon ash cans the surrounding swill often 
causes blood poison. 

“Cannot all these dumps be concentrated 
into one, so that instead of twenty-two places 
for depositing garbage in this city there may 
be but one? The answer is ‘ yes,’ as will be 
proved. Cannot even this one place be made 
less offensive to its immediate neighborhood 
than any one of the present twenty-two 
dumps? 

Cannot the collection of garbage and the 
carting of it through the streets be done in 
a manner 50 per cent more efficiently and 
cleanly? The answer is ‘yes,’ as can be 
proved by the example of New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, and Detroit.” 

Only One Dump Needed. 

The commissioner urges that all but one 
garbage dump be abolished and that the city 
award the garbage contract to one man, who 
shall have but one plant. 

Any of the large rendering plants in the 
country is far less offensive to the senses and 
infinitely less dangerous to health than any 
one of the present regular dumps,” the re- 
port continues. “This is because the ren- 
dering plants receive swill when ft fs from 
twelve to forty-eight hours old, before de- 
composition ts In an advanced stage, where- 
as in the dumps the decayed garbage accu- 
mulates at the rate of twenty to fifty tons 


| daily and is allowed to lie on the ground in 


the full rays of the sun from one August 
until the next one.” 
Approves Offer Made to City. 

The commissioner urges the city to ac- 
cept the offer recently made by Dowdle & 
Wilson, contractors, who have agreed to dis- 
pose of all city refuse free of.charge. Should 
the offer be accepted there is left to be pro- 
vided for the collection of garbage. 

I strongly urge, the report says, “ that 
the city undertake this business for itself, 
in which case the city should obtain a com- 
plete garbage equipment for $250,000 and 
could thereafter operate the garbage plant 
for one year for $425,000. In other words, by 
accepting this present opportunity the city 
could collect and dispose of all garbage for 
one year for $75,000 less than the lowest bid 
on the previdus specifications, and could 
have at the end of that year a complete gar- 
bage collecting equipment worth $250,000.” 


FLAYS ALDERMEN WHO TRY 
TO INTERFERE WITH COURT. 


Justice Boyer of Evanston Declares City 
Fathers Frequently Beseech Him to 
Remit Fines. 


A telephone message from an alderman 
asking that a fine imposed on a prisoner be 
remitted aroused the indignation of Justice 
Boyer of Evanston yesterday, and he was 
outspoken in his denunciation of what he 
regarded as an effort to make a travesty of 
justice. 

“ Aldermen have no business interfering 
with the workings. of justice,“ he said. “If 
they want to help any one charged with a 
crime or misdemeanor let them provide him 
with lawyers to see that the prisoner gets 
every possible chance to prove his innoeence 
or let them take a personal interest in the 
case themselves at the time of the trial. To 
come around after a man has been fined and 
then ask that the fine be anwulled is to make 
a travesty of justice and will not be tolerated 
as long as Iamin office. - 

„The matter has gone so far that I have 
heard prisoners say after I have fined them 
that they would get out of it without paying 
the fine. I could give the names of several 
aldermen who have asked me repeatediy to 
remit fines. But as long as I am police 
magistrate any prisoner who is proved gulity 
shall be fined, and I will not under any cir- 
cumstances annul the fine to accommodate 
an alderman or any other public official.”

RESTRICT THE SALE OF COCAINE. 
The article in Tue Tribune of last 
Sunday on the traffic in cocaine in Chi- 
cago and its effects reveals a condition of 
affairs which is appalling. Cocaine is a 
valuable drug to the medical profession. 
Its anesthetic effects on the mucous mem- 
brane make it extremely useful in surgical 
operations on the eye, nose, and throat. 
It is also frequently injected under the 
skin or into the spinal column for opera- 
tions on other parts of the body. The 


abuse of the drug is at the present time 


doing far more harm in Chicago than its 
proper use is doing good. 

Besides being an anesthetic, cocaine, 
when taken internally or by hypodermic 


injections, is one of the most powerful of 


stimulants. It is, in consequence, some- 
times used by physicians for other than 
suPgical purposes. Its employment as a 
stimulant, however, is generally recog- 
nized by medical men as highly danger- 
ous, and many able and conscientious 
members of the profession will not so 
employ it except in extreme cases. While 
the results may be temporarily satisfac 
tory they may be permanently disastrous.

mitting wholesale druggists to sell it only 
te reputable members of the medical pro- 
fession. This, while not interfering with 
the proper use of cocaine, would soon stop 
the abuse of it. It would put people to 
the trouble of getting some other kind of 
catarrh powders, but it would save many 
of theth.from a fate worse than death.

The people of Wisconsin are to be con- 
gratulated upon the fact that their state has 
a dairy and food commissioner who knows 
his duty as a public official and performs it. 
fle food laws of Wisconsin were defective. 
Dairy and Food Commissioner Emery saw 
that: under them the people’s rights and 
health could not be properly safeguarded. 
He did not sit supinely down and do noth- 
ing but. draw his salary. 
evils to be remedied and then drew up the 
measurés whose passage he considered need- 
ful and chused them to be presented to the 
legislature. He was fought by the impure 
food interests of the entire country, but he 
won. Having got his bills enacted into laws 
he set about vigorously enforcing them. 
Thanks to Mr. Emery's intelligent and per- 
severing exertions in their behalf, the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin can now buy groceries 
without fear of being defrauded and eat 
them without fear of being poisoned.

The present food law is 
faulty, but if it were vigorously enforced it 
would do a great deal of good. ‘That large 
quantities of adulterated and poisonous 
commodities are still to be found on grocers’ 
shelves throughout this state is due not so 
much to shortcomings of the food law as to 
the lack of energy of those whose duty it is 
to administer it. 

There is no state in the union where en- 
ergy and efficiency are more needed in the 
food comniissioner’s office than in IIlinois, 
for nowhere does the manufacture and sale 
of fraudulent and noxious commodities pre- 
vail to an equal extent. Conditions would 
change for the better speedily if Illinois 
could borrow the Wisconsin pure food com- 
missioner for a few months. y

The difficulty in 3 a title is due to 
the necessity of ascertaining that it is abso- 
lutely clear, and that no one else has prior 
rights or pretensions thereto. Thus, when 
Sir Donald Alexander Smith was created a 
peer he was anxious to assume the title of 
Lord Glencoe, having purchased the estate 
of Glencoe, Including the historic glen which 
was the scene of the infamous massacre of 
Glencoe in the reign of King William III. 
But no sooner had he intimated his inten- 
tion that not only all the Macdonalds but 
even the Campbells, and indeed all Scot- 
land, raised up their voices in such angry 
protest at the idea of a man of the name 
of Smith, in no way connected with either 
of the clans concerned in the meseacre, as- 
suming the name of the glen of weeping 
{which is the mean..ig of Glencoe] that Sir 
Donald was compelled to withdraw his ap- 
plication to the crown and to content himself 
instead with the title of Lord Strathcona. 

Many other similar instances could be cited, 
and, in order to show how careful people have 
to be, I may mention that when George 
Nathaniel Curzon was created a peer on his 
appointment as viceroy of India and decided 
to retain his patronymic in connection with 
the prefix of lord,“ he considered it neces- 
sary to call upon Lord Howe, as head of the 
Curson family, in order to ask him whether 
he had any objection to his assumption of the 
style and title of Lord Curzon. 

— 

As time passes, it becomes more and more 
difficult to find a title to which there are no 
objections. Thus Sir Henry‘Meysey Thomp- 
son, on being raised to the house of lords 
the other day, got into no end of trouble for 
assuming the title of lord Knaresborough, 
the municipality of the ancient town of 
Knaresborough voting unanimous protest 
against the assumption of its name by a man 
who had never had any connection with the 
place, save that he had asked it on one oc- 
casion to return hita to the house of com- 
mons, and now Sir Herbert Stern, the owner 
cf Horace Walpole’s historic country seat, 
Strawberry hill, just outside London, is being 
held up to obloquy for having selected the 
title of Lord Michelham, Michelham being 
the name of an ancient priory and large 
estate owned by a Sussex squire of ancient 
lineage, J. E. A. Gwynne. On learning that 
Baron Stern, who isa member of the Jewisb 
race, had selected the name of Michelham 
for his title, Mr. Gwynne at once lodged a 
protest with Lord Knollys, the private sec- 
retary of the king, and with Sir Alfred Scott 
Gatty, who is garter king at arms. But he 
received a reply to the effect that his protest 
had arrived too late, and tha., inasmuch as 
the great seal of the realm had been affixed 
to the patent of nobility of Herbert Stern 
and he had been summoned to the house of 
lerds as Lord Michelham, it was impossible 
to reopen the latter or to make any change. 

What made the matter worse was that the 
new Lord Michelham seems to have secured 
the consent of the garter king at arms to the 
selection of his title by showing him a deed 
indicating that he was the owner of the old 
Michelham estate, whereas he merely 
acquired, a few months ago, a small house, 
with no grounds, on an outlying portion of 
the Michelham property, as a <cepyhold 
tenant.\ That is to say, the new peer has 
coolly assumed as his title the nume Of the 
estate of another man, of a landlord to whom 
he is a mere tenant, obligated to certain 
feudal duties. The affair has cre An im- 
menpse stir in Bngland, and has, eourse, 
contributed to render still more unpopular 
than. before the elevation of Sir Herbert 
Stern to the house of lords.

KING LEAR.

Robert Mantel) is entitled to sincerest 
thanks from every lover of Shakspeare for 
reviving King Lear.” So difficult of pre- 
sentation is this greatest of all the master 
tragedies, that. opportunities to hear it are 
of the rarest. A score of years have passed 
since the patrons of the American stage have 
had the great drama offered them, Booth and 
Barrett having been the last players to pre- 
sent it, Mr. Booth appearing as Lear and 
Mr. Barrett as the Fool. Twenty years is 
in truth a long time for ane of the finest 
tragedies in the English language to lie neg- 
lected, and even the reviving of it by Mr. 
Mantell were subject for satisfaction, no 
matter what the adequacy of that revival 
might prove to be. And when it is known 
that he has revived it in careful and gener- 
ally excellent manner this satisfaction grows 
deep and remains not unmixed with grat- 
itude. 

Few are the actors who are willing to risk 
the attempting to play Lear. It is a réle 
the most difficult in the whole range of 


Shakspeare’s men, and to portray it with en-. 


tire adequacy is as impossible as it is forany 
actress to do full justice to the character 
of Cleopatra as the bard has drawn her. 
Only an actor of long and wide experience, 
thoroughly routined in every branch of his 
art, and gifted with brains, imagination, and 
temperament, can hope to succeed even par- 
tially in Lear. Edwin Booth regarded it as 


the severest, highest test of his powers, and“ 


Henry Irving took a similar view of the röle 
where his own presentment of it was con- 
cerned. No youth, no novice, no bungler can 
attempt Lear and not come forth from the 
contest in disgrace.

Mr. Mantell is one of the extremely few 
actors on the American stage who is qualified 
by training, experience, and talents to under- 
take the difficult réle. In fact, I know of no 
other who would be justified in attempting it. 
Mr. Mansfield probably would be the next 
néarest to satisfactory. in the part, but his 
schooling has not been along the lines best 
to fit him for the task. 

Mr. Mantell, however, has worked long in 
the fleld of what we call the old school 
of Shakspeare, and by virtue of this he pos- 
sesses the stateliness of delivery, the breadth 
of style, the largeness of spirit, and the 
sweep of gesture and movement essential to 
the best portraying of the unhappy king 
whom filial ingratitude drives to madness 
and to death. 

I was unable last evening 10 hear him in 
the first two acts of the tragedy, but the su- 
preme test lies not in these acts, but in the 
three later ones, when the mind of the 
wronged monarch begins to totter. The 
kingly. dignity, the strong, dominating spirit, 
and the outraged majesty and paternity 
which find their utterance in the curse are 
not so difficult of satisfactory presentment. 
I was told that Mr. Mantell did both of the 
acts in splendid style, and easily can credit 
it, for his voice, his temperament, and his 
abilities are such that he should be able to 
impress in these two acts. 

It is in the last three acts, however, that the 
severe task for any actor lies. To portray 
the old king as he gradually sinks into mad- 
ness and to do so without becoming monot- 
ofious or ludicrous requires the finest dis- 
cretion, the nicest adjustment of dramatic 
values, the clearest insight into the meaning 
of every line of the text, and unfailing surety 
and accuracy in the employment of the tech- 
nic of the player’s art. The subtlest shades of 
meaning, the most fleeting fancies of a mind 
just verging on disorder must be made clear 
to the auditor, and kingly. dignity and author- 
ity must be alternated with the most child- 
— = oftentimes foolish utterances and yet

The greatest republic in the world has just 


and sovereign 
country with which the United States has 
entered into diplomatic relations is the 
miniature state of San Marino, which has 
an area of thirty-eight square miles and a 
population of 8,000 men, women, and chil- 
dren, 

Nine people out of ten do not know where 
San Marino is, and have no idea of the his- 
tory of this the oldest republic in the world, 
or the effect it has had upon present dey 
civ tion. It Mes in that part of Italy 
which was peculiarly to the bloody, 
devastating wars of the middle ages and to 
the norrors of poktical revolutions, which at 
last brought about the unification of the 
Italian kingdom. But San Marino, stanch- 
ly determining to preserve its autonomy, suc- 
ceeded in repelling invadera, not alone through 


the courage of its inhabitants but because 


of ita strong natural defenses, its fortu- 
nate political combinations, its restrict- 
ed territory, and the absence of ambition 
on the part of its people to enlarge the area 
of their land. 


— 
Safe Haven for Criminals. 

It is with this state that the United States 
has found it necessary to negotiate a treaty. 
It was found that criminals were seeking 
refuge within its boundaries. It has been 
the haven of fugitives for fifteen generations. 
With all other European countries the 
United States has extradition treaties, and 
could demand the apprehension and extra- 
dition of men fleeing from justice. Once with- 
In the confines of San Marino, however, their 
arrest was impossible. 

San Marino, in spite of its thirty-eight 
square miles and 8,000 inhabitants, is as 
lordly in the assertion of its sovereignty as 
is the United States, with its 3,600,000 square 
miles and its 80,000,000 inhabitants. There 
was only one way to end San Marino’s service 
to American criminals, and that was by ne- 
gotiating a treaty of extradition. According- 
ly Secretary Root instructed Ambassador 
White to enter into relations with the gov- 
ernment of San Marino, so that the little 


country was honored by having accredited to 


it a diplomat of ambassadorial rank. Am- 
bassadors are reserved only for the great 
powers of the earth. 

Mr. White entered into relations with San 
‘Marino with as much respect as he did when 
he presented his credentials to the king of 
Italy. He notified the San Marino govern- 
ment, which consists of sixty persons, hav- 
ing the title of captains regent. that the 
secretary of state of the United States had 
instructed him to request it to enter into ne- 
gotiations for the conclusion of a treaty of 
extradition. 


— 

Dvades Incurring Any ‘Expense. 

San Marino offered no objection to the 
principle, but insisted upon the incorporation 
of provisions in the treaty for the protection 
of its citizens and interests. For instance, 
there was the question of expense involved 
in the extradition of criminals. The total 
receipts of the republic amount to $21,000, 
not enough to run one of the least important 
offices of the city of Chicago. This govern- 
ment obligingly met San Marino's wishes 
and agreed to insert an article in the con- 
vention by which the expenses of arrest, de- 
tention, examination, and delivery of the 
fugitive (San Marino covered every phase of 
the proceedings in order to escape any pos- 
sible outlay) should be borne by the state in 
whose name the extradition was sought. 

Then, when the details of the treaty had 
been arranged, it was engrossed and its pur- 
pose set forth in the following sonorous 
preamble: 

The United States of America and the republic 
of San Marino, having judged it expedient with 
a view to the better administration of justice and 
the prevention of crime within their respective 
territories and jurisdictions that persons charged

Higher cables and Smaller World’s 
Shipments 
Which Puts Market to Old Low 
‘Level — Winter Regions Report 
Snows—Good Tone to Corn — Oats 
‘Relatively Strongest —Large Hog 
Reeeipts. 


Despite a fairly strong bullish tone to news 
from abroad, and the suggestion of increased 
nervousness in the pit on the basis of the 
foreign statistical advices, bears in the wheat 
market yesterday again maneuvered to ad- 
vantage. They not only overcame the week 
end display of firmness, but succeeded in 
lowering the May value once more to 81%@ 
81860, the weakest quotation since December, 
1902. The final prices were 81%c for May, 
Sisi “for July, and 81%@81%c for Sep- 
tember, losses of nc from Saturday's 
close. 

Up to the dusk of the séssion fluctuations 
were confined to a narrow. range, although 
there were frequént displays of nervousness. 
which served throughout to keep the volume 
of business only moderately active. At the 
start the foreign news was of a predom- 
inating character, cables being higher on 
the strength of much smaller world's ship- 
ments and on a further decrease in the 
united kingdom stocks. La Plata offerings 
at the Liverpool market held firm. thus stim- 
viating some activity among shorts. The 
shipments from the exporting countries last

From Broomhall's Corn Trade News: On 
turning back to former weekly wheat re- 
views we find that a feeling of lethargy has 
endured almost constantly since the end of 
last October, the only interlude in this long 
continuity of dullness being a short period 
of modified animation in January. It is but 
rarely that we have recorded so long a period 
of dullness, and in view of the general im- 
provement in trade and the gradual rise in the 
price level of commodities the event appears 
to be all the more remarkable. It is not as 
if there were a poor demand for wheat this 
season as during some seasons of good trade 
when the demand for bread is curtailed by the 
increased consumption of meat, for, on the 
contrary, we have never known the demand 
for wheat to be so large and so general.’ As 
will be seen from our weekly account of the 
shipments to the several countries of Europe 
and elsewhere, almost every important coun- 
try has bought more heavily than ever be- 
fore, the grand total this season, twenty- 
eight weeks, being 37,980,000 quarters, or at 
the rate of fully 70,000,090 quarters per an- 
num.“

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RAILWAY VOLUNTARILY REDUCES 
PASSENGER FARES. 


President Mellen of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Makes 
Announcement — Action Is Taken 
Because of Public Demand in Many 
States for That Schedule — State 
Commission to Take Up Question of 
Commodity Rate Out Today. 


Recognizing the futility of trying to ward 
off 2 cent passenger fare legislation, which 
public opinion is forcing in every state east 
of the Mississippi. President Mellen of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford rall- 
road has taken the bull by the horns and has 
announced a voluntary reduction on his road 
to the 2 cent basis. The move is a popular 
one, and it ts believed will redound to the 
credit of that railroad. 

The announcement states that the 2 cent 
rate will be placed in effect immediately on 
the Berkshire division, and it promises that 
= shall spread rapidly to other divisions of 


the road, until ultimately it will apply to 
there- 


every mile of the New Haven system, 
by forestalling legislation. And at the same 
time to show that to reduce passenger fares 
is not an onerous burden upon the railroads, 
President Mellen announces a voluntary in- 
crease in the wages of the employés of the 
company. 
Reduction Is Popular Action. 
More people are affected directly by the 


grate of passenger fares than are concerned 


in the freight rates. To the consumer a re- 
duction of 25 per cent in freight rates is not 
felt, for it does not affect the retail price of 
commodities, but a large number of persons 
use the passenger trains of the railroads 
every year, and a reduction in passenger 
fares is noticed by them at once. The Ohio 
roads put up a strong fight against the pass- 
age of the 2 cent law in that state, but now 
that the law has been passed they have ac- 
cepted the situation gracefully, and on March 
10 the 2 cent rates will go Into effect. 


Commodity Rate Question Up. 

The railroad and warehouse commission 
will meet this morning at Springfield and de- 
cide whether or not the commodity rates shall 
be subject to the 20 per cent reduction which 
was ordered on other classes of freight rates 
by the commission last December. Upon this 
decision depends the question of whether the 
railroads will bow to the commission's order 
or fight the matter in the courts. 

The railroads were prepared for the order 
reducing the Illinois commissioners’ sched- 
ule of rates by 20 per cent on the first ‘ive 
classes, but they were taken by surprise 
when the commission ordered that the reduc- 
tion should affect the commodity rates also 
They protested that this phase of the ques- 
tion had not been broached in the hearing, 
and finally convinced Gov. Deneen and thé 
commission that that part of the question 
should be reopened for further testimony. 

In the last two months the railroads have 
furnished the commission with figures to 
prove their contention that the reduction 
should not apply to commodity rates, which 
they declare already are lower than enjoyed 
by neighboring states. On the other hand,
